NINTH GENERAL MERTING OF THE AMEBE-
RICAN BOUIAL SUIENUE ASSOCIATION.

Proceedings of the First Day's Sesslon—Ad.
dreaxes by Lorin Blodget, Eckiey B, Coxe,
E. H. Derby, and Thomns Hare—Discussion
of Mining, Legislation, Canndian Annexn-
tien; and Minority Representation,

The American Soclal [Selence Assoclation met for
s ninth annual seasion at 11 o'clock this morning,
in the hall of the University of Pennsylvania,

The President, AMr, Samuel Eliot, of Boston, called
the meeting to order, and stated that he was sorry
that it Was nDecessary to substitute a few remarks
from himself in pluce of the opnniu* address of
Judge Strong, which, however, woalil he deliverad
in the evening. The Presldent referrod partioularly
10 the fact that the associution 1s not & ton lnsti-
tution, but belongs to the whole country.

It 18 specially desired to promote friendly relations
with Philadelphia and its local branch. He gave
potice that the meetings wonld be open to all, non-
members a8 well as members, and that the presence
of ladies 18 also deslred. The subjects embrased in
the essays to be dellvered Incinde all branches and
all aides, It 18 desired to hear from all parties, from
men holding directly opposite opintong.

Mr. Lorin Blodgett, of Philadelphla, was then {n-
trodnecd, who delivered the opening address,

Mr, Blodgett, in opening, stated that he had an
apology to pregent for orering a pagﬂr less praovtical
than the public might desire to mark the opening of
the serles of easays, It had =imply been intended
for another place,

It leading ldea was to treat ali the prodncin
powera of soclety as ngents for the accumalation o
wealih; that this wealth would exist as well in
mental pursults as In material projects; amd that
wealth was easy and, indeed, lnevitable, il there
were not congtant logs and waste, Organized soclal
effort would best be directed to simply closing these
avenues to 1088 and waste,

The material view of (his subject, therefore
reaches by & clear analogy from simple productive
lavor engaged in making wheat, corn, and cloth into
all other departments of lubor, and to all the powers
of soclety., Abkstention in politics ia equivalont to
idleness in labor. Mere Idle lolsure 18 the same. All
of these resnlt in the waste of what society Jhnas a
right to require should be produced, and should be
preserved and accnmulared under the name of
worth., The neglect to do what we are fitted to clo
is a violation of labor as well as a canse of poverty.

On the one hand we can g8 easlly accumuolate.
wealth as on the other fall off into loss and waste
This abstract and apparently remete view will be
found to tonch every practical guestion now engag-
ing the attention of soclety.
“Mining Legisintion,'’ by Eckley B, Uoxe,
':_"0! of Br“’lu-q P,

The firgt paper of the sesglon was then read by
Eckicy B, Coxe, Ksq., of Drifton, Pa., lis subject
being “Mining Legislation.™

The paper began by stating that the necessity ol

roper logislation npon the subject of mining hins

oon maile evident to the publio in this country by a
number of terrible accidents which have occurrad
in varions parts of the world during the last ten
yeurs, and a brief account of afew of them was
given, 'The apeaker then went on to obgerve that
some of thess digasters occurred whare no mining
law existed, and others In countries possessiug very
perfect ones, As the State 18 the owner of all ores
and minerals upon the coutinent of Earope, It can
legislate upon the subject of mining In
a ver{ different manner from HEogland
and the TUnited States, The European
mining codes were discussed under three heads,
viz.: —Laws relating to the right to mine, laws re-
latieg to the safety of the men, and laws relating to
mines a8 & gource of natiopal wealth, to be used but
not to be abused. Those comiug under the second
head were treated with most detail, The best
method of obtaining proper and effective leglalation
in this country was them consldered. The leading
ideas expressed may be sumuiied up as follows:—
T'he min nf law should be but portion of a general
system of legislation for the protection of those em-
ployed in mines, fuctories, and powder-mils, and for
puwnferl on rallroads, all of which shounld be sab-
jected to Government lmrect{ou.

In framing such a law the advice of both legal and
sclentific experts should be taken, and all parties
whose lives or property are to be affected by |t
should be consulted, or at least be afdorded an o

portunity of being heard, before the aoct 18 finally
pasgsed. No matter how perfect the law may be

when the law goes into force, it will need constant
niodidieation as fmprovements are made in the dif-
ferent industriesa. A corps of well-educated experts
of several grades would be necessary to insure the
carrying out of the provisions of the act,

Proper gehools should be provined for their in-
struction, and they should be promoted for merit
alone. Attention was directed to the lmportance
of providing schools for the education of master
miners, or mine bosses, as they are called lu this
country, Iunstroction should be given in such a way
as not to prevent the scholar from enrning his living
by working at the same time at his trade,

It was also suggested that an elementary course
on mining, with particular reference to the precau-
tions necesssry to wvoid danger and disease while
working under ground, shouid be (ntredoced into
the common school lsstruction in the mining dis-
tricts. Finally, the paper advised the adoption of
regulations to prevent the employment of {ncompe-
tent workmen elther (n the mllnu‘ or ubout the ma-
chinery, as this I8 a source of danger to all engaged
in the work.

“Unoandinn Annexation,” by E, H. Derby,; Esq »
ol Boston.

The second paper of the session was then read
by E. H. Derby, £sq., of Boston, who discussed the
following question:—“*Wonld the admisaion of the
British provinces into our Union benefit the pro-
vinces and the Blates, extend thelr markets, and
lower the cost of living and production ¢° The fol-
lowing 18 a full abstract of Mr. Derby's paper:—

It was siown by the report on revenune for 1560
that 84 per cent. of the expenditures of our opera-
tives were for food, clothes, shelter, fuel, and light,
To reduce these 18 fo reduce the cost of living and
10 increase the fruits of todustry, The British pro-
vinces, devoted chicfly to agriculture, foregts, fishe-
ries, and mineg, yleld what we require. On one side
of the line belween us, five thousand miles in
length, there are forests of plone and sproce;
on the other, a region nearly denuded of
its timbers, opening into treless prairies, While
Canada  and her gister provionces  yleld
the potato In  abandance, and raroalsd - in-
exhanstible snpplies of timber, oats, barley, nnd
fish, the States yleld the maize and pork fatteéned by
the maize, and the sugar, cotton, rice, tobacco, lve
oak, and yellow pine which nature denies to Canada,
The Cotawold sheep thrives on one gide of the Hne;
the more dellcate Saxony succeeds on the other.
While Hallfax and St John warm thelr best Jiouses
with the pure anthracite of Penusylvanis, they sup-
ply her and all the Atlantic States with gypsum,
n.ulloawm-uﬁnd can supply them with oats and

olatoes, ¢h produces what the other requlies,

il the foreign commerce of each languishes, and
the tonnage of each In that commerce declines,
while the [ree inland trade of the Union Letween
forty-six States and Territories grows from year to
yoar,

To save her colonies and reconcile them to her
recent system, England applied a pressure to our
Gisherles, snd obtained the treaty of reciprocity, It
Was in force from 1564 to 1544, and there was froe
trade between us o the produce of the land, sea
mines, and forests, While It Insted, the arrival snd
departure of vessels in this trade rosa to 7,200,000
tons, Toe tonnage of the provieces doubled, The
trade with Epgland was statiopary, but the exports
to the States tripied, and the shipments to the States
exceeded the shipments to Eogland, The treaty
fell, and In swo years the hipments to this coantry
of all ker products but lumber fell seventy per cent,
Provinclal land and tonnage declined, and New
England lost a large proportion of her food and raw
material, and last year the emigration from Canada
to the States rose to 40,000, he golden age had
ended,

The costoms duses now bear heavily on Canadian
exports, and enter into the cost of food, shelter,
raiment, fuel, and light, They add at ieast Ofleen
per cent. 1o Whe coat of lving and prodaction, and
check our progress in the arts. It 8 for the inte-
rests of England, us well as Oanada, that all ques-
uons with us should be adjusted, that we shonld
realize the full value from our bouds, aud be
epabled to reduce our customs Ly lowering intereat,
and to reform our Ccurrency and enlarge our mar-
kets, for the more we sell the more weo can purchuse,
1s 1t not, too, the policy of England to give us all the
scope she can upon this continent and thus dhinlotsh
our rivalry on the sea?

After reducing taxes and dutles at least three
hundred milions, we have still a surpius revenue
from lmports of more than ten millions per mouth,
at least thirty-nine millions for the last quarter,
and may with safety o our commerce and Manalic-
tures, strike o o third from our customs, for ii-
quors and tobaceo will In_the coming year pay the
interest of our debt, The revenue and our lp-

While Americans
use meal freoly, the statisticlans toll us that the in-
habitafita of 1and average eaoh biut two ounoes
of meat & day, while half the families of Italy have
incomes of less than §50 per vear. 'T'he yeomanry of
Engiand and the republicans of Rome were not thus
nurtared. The wages of Europeans will rise with
thelr progreas, and #o will their ablilty to consumae,
Fenianism will axpire with lis causes, and this con-
tinent, happy and united, will find growing marketa
abroad.

#tock, I she develops [1!\'! continent. For the past
twenty yoars the rise of wages in England has not
Kopt pace with the rise in the cost of living. Her
pauperism, nnder a leglslation which gives the land
to the rich, has moved opward with rapid strides.
If Evgland s just she need not fear the sabdivision of
her farma.  They are not thos subdivided in the most
opulous of our States, and If her sons are educated
E]ghvr wages will reduce intemporance. If wages
rige the manufacturers of Americs will droad no
more the pauper labor of England, Let her convert
her paupers and yeomanry, Lot her enable them to
gain frecholds and to partake of animal food, Ame-
rica may then follow the example of South Austra.
Jin, which, by lowering her sarifl, carried her ex-
ports above her importa, With expanding commerce
the mother and her progeny will move onward toge-

“Minority Representntion In Europe,””
Thomns Hnre, Ewg, of London.

The concluding paper of the day sesslon wns one
by Thomas Hare, Esqg., of London, Eagland, his
gablect belng “Minority Represéntation in Earopi.
The author of this paper had been defained at home
hy important business, and It was read for him by
Willlam R, Ware, Esq., of Boston,

Mr, Hare started out with the remark that the
method of electiog répresentative hoileg which
shall most effectively bring to the work all the
thought, intellligence, and judgment of the nation {8
i subject of paramonnt importance to & self-governs
ing people, The object of the reforms he advocated
{8 to accomplish for those who live under represen-
tative governments very much the same resalt that
the establishment of these govenments efected
against the varions forms of personal rule that pre-
ceded them, It §8 o revolt against tyranny. The
proposed repregentative reforms alm at givineg to
every voter the political power and opportanity for
real political infuence which the present system of
electing necessarlly ploces (n the hands of the few
who manage political aifairs. It is the first object
of representative reform to establish what has well
hecn called the Free Vote,

The various schemes proposed all have for their
direct object the prevention of the practical dis-
franchisemoent and political annihllation of all who
donot agree with the majority of thelr fellow-citi-
zens, and to give them a chance to he heard In the
legisiative connells, These are, first, the method of
Lists, of Genevan origin, which proposes that oach
Imrl.y ghall prepare anthorized ballots, containing a

st of its candidates, and that the nuoiber of mem-
bers chogen from each 15t shall be in proportion to
the number of ballots thrown.

The second scheme I8 that of the Limited Vote, in-
corporated in the English Reform bill of 1586, by
which voters in towns that retarn three members to
Parliament are allowed to vote for two candidates
only., This I8, perhaps, the most crude and tmper-
fect of all the schemes that have been proposed, and
ita imperfections have given o great deal of dissatis-
faction, The House of Commons, however, on a
motion to repeal it voted In June last to adhere to
the scheme a8 better than none.

The third method is that of the Camulative Vote,
and {8 that gelected last year by a committee of the
Sennte and recently incorporated in the Constitation
of 1llinols.

The fourth method {8 that of the Preferential
Vote, ®alled algo the Election by (Quotas, begause
m?‘ candidate who obtaing his share or quota ol
votes 18 declared elected. To be elected he must
obitain one-fourth of the whole number of votes, i
there are four to be chosen, and one-fifeh i there
are five to be clected. It 18 called Proeferential
Voting because eacl voter places upon his ballot the
names of the candidates he wishes to elect in the
order of his preference among them, and the vote
I8 counted for the first on the llst unless he has
flready a snfflcient guota without iy, In which case
it Is counted for the second named, and so on. This
geheme alms to secure to the electors the gréatest
possible individual freedom and eMelency, and yery
much dispenses with the necessity foy thelr pre.
vious co-operstion. But it was get aslle by the
Senate Committee, partly because it thus assailed
party organization and party because It seemed so
intricate in plan, so radical in its character, and 8o
revolutionary in ite possible eifects, that it onght to
be subjected to experimental trial before balng pro-
posed for general adoption,

Mr, Hare here proceeded to argne that the expe.
rence of Denmark, where this system had been in
operation for fifteen years, had already shown the dan-
gers and diffloulties anticipated to be merely ima-
ginary, and that the real objection of practical poll-
ticlans lay in the charge that it assalled party orga-
nization, It makes the voter toe free. Both the
limited and the cumulative, though mach more
just than the present system, still atlord great
scopeé for party management. By strict and tho-
rough discipline, a party far less than two-thirds
in number can, under the Hmited vote, e'ect the
three members, Thus, in o constituency of 84, 61,
by dividing themselves into three sets of 1T eaoch,
can cast 84 votes aplece for A, B, and C, while the
remalning 68 electors, thongh more than a third of
llhv r?nxsl.ll.uam'y, can only count 38 votes aplece for

) pod B,

The cumulative vote on the other hand, enables p
party comprising but litle more thau one fourth of
the constituency to elect one candidate in three, As,
for example, among 180 voters 31 conld give 93 votes
for their candldate, whereas the remalning 9 couid
not give their &8 canaldates more than 59 votes
apiece, and could therefore only elect two,

Under both these schemes considerable numbers
of voters are likely still to be disfranchised, and it s
clear that if too oany candidates are put forward by
any one party, owing to the voters exercising too
much freedom of acton, it may be wholly shut ont
from répresentation by 1ts better daciplined ad-
versaries, But under the svstem of preferential
YOUDE A man may use bis own judgment without fear
of losing his vote, - 1t 18 this that makes the publle
men of Epgland, as well as of Americs, shrink
from adopting it. If It were In force avery voter of
independent mind would feel himse!f free from party
dictation, Tue arguments brought ngalnat it in the
House of Coromons were entirely to this eifoct, The
leading Whigs and Liberals were fearful of losing
the control of thelr followers.

This point was lllustrated by anacconnt of the
reception given by the Hoglish Government to a
committee appointed last year to lnguire into the
modes of condacting elections, the Marquisof Hant-
ingdon taking the groond that ounly the condact of
elections under the present Jaw coild be discnssed,
and refusing to listen to any argoments for the im-
provement of the laws thumsolves,

Ihe recent clection of overséers of IMarvard Col-
lege, In which the Alumunl adopted the prinoiple of
preferential voling in the nomination of their candi-
dates, promised to be of grest valus ng meeting the
expressed wish of the Scnate that this scheme
shonld Orst he tried ona small soale. At the mo-
ment of writing his paper Mr, Hare had not learned
the resait of the baljot,

In conclusion, he guoted o passage from Lis work
ou the * Blectionfof Representatives’ saying that he
had, In framing and developing thia syatam, looked
to the American people with Lthe anxions hope that
In thé pursult of thelr ldeal of national greatness
they would, haviog surpassed all people in the at-
tainment t:l’ personal well-being and having reached
a uot less distinguished thongh unhappy eminence
in the aitof war—they would, taking up a nobler
task, and shaking off the political parasites that prey
npoun the oredulity of the publie, become the leaders
of manking in the far freu art of government,

After Mr, Ware iad contluded the reading, he
gupplemented it by giving a statemasat of the slec-
tion of Overseers for Harvard College last year in
the plan of Mr. Yare. He regarded this clectionas
the most romarkable experiment that has yet bheen
made of the remarkable system.
